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DUAL-LANE A5 
'DECADES AWAY'

THE dualling of the A5 be¬ 
tween Shrewsbury and the 
Welsh border - the subject of 
a Government study that got 
under way this week - is still 
decades away, Oswestry’s 
mayor has said. 

Councillor John Gareth Jones 
says while he welcomes news of the 
cross-border survey, he believes the 
huge construction costs make the du¬ 
al-carriageway a non-starter in the 
short term. 

Instead he wants to see warning signs and 
traffic calming initiatives on the road. 

The 20-mile stretch between Montford Bridge 
and Ruabon is the only single carriageway road 
on the Trans European Highway that runs from 
Dover/Folkstone to Holyhead. 

Roads minister John Hayes recently an¬ 
nounced that Highways England will undertake 
a six-month study from April to see if the road 
could be made two lanes in both directions. 

The news has been welcomed by campaigners 
who called for the Oswestry bypass to be made 
a dual-carriageway when it was first built more 
than 25 years ago. 

The study into the A5 is one of the first pro¬ 
jects to come from talks between the Govern¬ 
ment and the Welsh Assembly over issues facing 
those living on the border of Wales and England. 

Mr Hayes said last week: “In the meetings, 
representatives from both bodies will discuss 
matters that are not exclusively the responsibil¬ 
ity of either the Highways Agency or Welsh As¬ 
sembly but where the two bodies need to work 
together. Highways issues have proved one of 
the major talking points so far.” 

He said the agency was undertaking a study 
of the A5 trunk road north of Shrewsbury and 
that initial vehicle counting had already started. 

“A traffic survey was completed in March and 
this will be fed into a study proper from April,” 
he said. 

Owen Paterson, who is fighting to retain his 
North Shropshire parliamentary seat in the 
election, said he had already spoken to the man 
heading the study, Robert Jaffier. 

He said: “I expressed my view that the A5 
simply must be dualled and that the best way 
to do it is in stages, starting with the sections 
between Wolfs Head and Queen’s Head.” 

Councillor Jones said: “The road should have 
be built as a dual-carriageway from the very 
beginning, almost 30 years ago. I welcome the 
study but I just can’t see how it can be turned 
into a dual-carriageway in the next 20 years at 
least. There isn’t the money for such big pro¬ 
jects. What I want to see is safety measures put 
in and also signs warning people to take care. 

The former professional driver said: “I believe 
there is not such thing as a bad road, just bad 
drivers.” 

The A5 does not feature in the Highways Eng¬ 
land five-year strategic plan from 2015-2020.

Woman gets fine for 
abandoning her cat

A woman who left a cat locked 
in her home for a week with no 
food or drink has been banned 
from keeping animals for three 
years. 

Sarah Louise Gilbert bought Peach¬ 
es the cat off Facebook and then 
locked it in her house while she went 
to spend Christmas with her family. 

The cat was found, skinny and hungry, 
by a plumber carrying out work on the 
house on Boxing Day last year. Gilbert, who 
was also fined £75 and ordered to pay £425 
costs and a £20 victim surcharge, admitted 
a charge of failing to ensure animal welfare 
during an appearance at Welshpool Magis¬ 
trates Court yesterday. 

The court heard how Gilbert, 45, of Old- 
ford Rise, Welshpool, who suffers from 
mental health problems, had left the cat at 
her home in the town on December 21 and 
did not return to December 28. Mr Huw 
Williams, prosecuting for the RSPCA, said 
the cat had now been rehomed and was re¬ 
covering. 

He said: “Last year the defendant sepa¬ 
rated from her partner and after the split 
she went and lived in the house in Welsh¬ 
pool. On December 26 a plumber who 
was carrying out work in the house came 
across the cat and noticing it was particu¬ 
larly skinny and hungry, he fed it and also 
alerted the RSPCA.” 

Mr Williams said on December 28 Gilbert 
returned and she was arrested. 

Mr Williams added: “Under interview 
she said she had got the cat off someone on 
Facebook and then needed to go and stay 
with the family over Christmas. 

“She told officers that she had asked a 
number of people to feed the cat, but they 
had declined so she went anyway.” 

“The cat was referred to a vet by the 
RSPCA who said that while it was not se¬ 
verely ill, its basic needs had not been met. 

“The cat has now been handed over to 
new owners and I understand it doing 
well.” 

Representing herself, Gilbert told the 
court: “I admit I shouldn’t have left it on 
its own.” 

“I have mental health trouble and had 
problems in the past. I did leave it some 
provisions but it was not enough, I admit 
that. 

“I never should have taken her on and I 
am sorry for what I have done.”

Quays, Weston Rhyn, to hear her speak about 
her autobiography, Let it Go. 

The event was also a nostalgic one for the 
81-year-old, as she lived in Oswestry in the 
immediate post-war years. 


Motorists 
suffer Easter 
road queues 

SHROPSHIRE motorists returning 
from the Easter breaks in Wales faced 
long hold-ups with delays at two trou¬ 
ble spots. 

Drivers heading from the North 
Wales coast via the A55 found them¬ 
selves caught up in 45-minute delays 
at the Posthouse roundabout south of 
Chester. Roadworks have blighted the 
junction for months. 

Meanwhile, those travelling along 
the A5 were stuck in queues at Lla¬ 
ngollen because of temporary traffic 
lights. 

Many complained of queuing on the 
A5 for 45 minutes to get through the 
lights, and cars were lined up in both 
directions from the town. 

Sophie Austin from Ellesmere, on a 
kayaking weekend in Wales, said: “We 
were held up for 45 minutes travelling 
up on Good Friday and back home 
again yesterday.” 

Meanwhile, those travelling on 
trains fared better yesterday. Eryl 
Jones from Arriva Trains Wales said 
that there had been no major prob¬ 
lems on trains in Shropshire and 
Wales. 

“As we expected the trains were 
busy but there were no disruptions in 
the mid or north Wales areas.” 

Many drivers returning from the 
north were caught up in tailbacks 
caused by two accidents on the M56 
near Runcorn which happened at 4pm 
yesterday.

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Fraud case 
man claimed 
thousands 

A man falsely claimed more than 
£17,000 in benefits over a number of 
years by claiming his wife was out of 
work when in fact she was employed. 

Peter Raymond Allen, 71, filled in 
claims for housing and council tax 
benefit and pension credit by saying 
his wife was not working. 

He admitted two charges of fraud 
during an appearance at Welshpool 
Magistrates Court. 

Allen, of Nant Rhyd-hir, Rhayader, 
was jailed for 17 weeks on each charge 
to run concurrently, but the sentence 
was suspended for two years. 

Mr Helen Tench, prosecuting, said 
Allen had filled in a claim for housing 
and council tax benefit on September 
14, 2007 and for pension benefit on 
July 7, 2008. 

She said: “On both occasions he 
claimed his wife Mary Allen was out 
of work, which was not the case as she 
was in employment. The total falsely 
claimed was £17,301.28.” 

Mr Paul Inns, for Allen, said his 
client did not have a “lot to dispute”. 

He added: “The only thing I would 
say is that is started off as foolish¬ 
ness rather than dishonesty, but soon 
changed to that. He has started pay¬ 
ing the money back.” 

Allen was also ordered to pay £85 
costs at Tuesday’s hearing. 

Museum future

THE future of Oswestry Museum has 
been secured in the town’s Guildhall 
after its lease was extended until 
2022 . 

Oswestry Town Council has agreed 
to extend the lease of the museum, 
which is located on the second floor of 
the Guildhall and contains hundreds 
of exhibits. The extended lease means 
the museum can apply for grants 
which it would have been unable to 
consider without a stable lease. 

Councillor John Gareth Jones, 
Oswestry’s mayor, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to continue our support to the 
museum.” 

The museum has just reached its 
third birthday and more than 16,000 
people have visited in that time.

Bosses' delight at bumper weekend

THE parents of a teenager who 
died at the controversial Deepcut 
Army camp have launched a new 
social media campaign to ensure 
a new inquest into their daugh¬ 
ter’s death takes place this year. 

Des and Doreen James, who live at 
Llanymynech, near Oswestry, say the 
Surrey police force is trying to hijack 
the hearing and see it postponed. 

Their new blog page has been seen by 
about 120,000 people in just three days. 

Cheryl James was 18 when she died from 
a gunshot wound to the head at the bar¬ 
racks in Surrey in 1995. She was one of 
four young soldiers to die at the barracks 
between 1995 and 2002. 

After 20 years of campaigning her par¬ 
ents saw the original open verdict on Pri¬ 
vate James overturned last year and a new 
one ordered. 

Mr James said: “When a pre-inquest 
hearing on February 27 was adjourned for 
four weeks, we naturally assumed we would 
reconvene at the end of March. 

“Yet we are still waiting because the Sur¬ 
rey Police legal representative is now ‘una¬ 
vailable’ until the end of May. 

“In effect, Surrey Police are now dictat¬ 
ing the progress of Cheryl’s new inquest 
and surely that cannot be acceptable be¬ 
haviour in today’s justice system. They are 
delaying the inquest, saying their proposal 
to lump together all four inquests of those 
who died at Deepcut could in some way be 
helpful to the families. 

“Surrey Police have today effectively hi¬ 
jacked an inquest process it has taken us 
almost 20 years to get started. We call on 
Surrey Police to adopt some decency and 
step aside.”

A Surrey Police spokesman said: “Surrey 
Police do not seek any delay in the inquest 
process. The coroner was asked to consider 
whether the James inquest should be heard 
alongside any other inquests which made 
be ordered in to the deaths of soldiers who 
died at Deepcut. 

“The arrangements for the inquest are 
ultimately a matter for the coroner.” 

“Surrey Police is supportive of the view 
that there should be a thorough inquest 
into the circumstances in which Private 
James died.”

Clegg calls for power line 
to be buried underground

POWER lines linking proposed windfarms in Mid Wales to the Na¬ 
tional Grid near Oswestry should be routed underground, according 
to Nick Clegg. 

The Liberal Democrat leader made the case for preserving the Shropshire and 
Mid Wales countryside during a visit to the region. 

He said that power lines and pylons intended to link windfarms in Mid Wales to the 
national electricity network in Shropshire were “just not in keeping with the fabulous 
countryside”. The deputy prime minister made the claims on a visit to the Nag’s Head pub 

in Garthmyl, where he backed the views of 
Jane Dodds, the party’s prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for the area, over the 
countryside. 

She has previously called for the 400kv 
power lines, which form part of the planned 
Mid Wales Connection project between 
Cefn Coch and Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry, to be buried. 

Mr Clegg, along with Mrs Dodds, met 
representatives of Cambrian Training 
Company to discuss apprenticeships and 
also met the Nag’s Head’s chef patron Bryn 
Evans and his apprentice. Mr Clegg also 
tried his hand at cooking during his visit. 

He said: “Jane has been very making her 
views very clear and I really admire her 
saying we have to get the balance right be¬ 
tween keeping the lights on, keeping prices 
stable, but also do not destroy the country¬ 
side. 

“Jane has been very forceful in saying 
about the importance she attaches to un¬ 
dergrounding of power lines and cables, 
which can be such an eyesore for local peo¬ 
ple, and do provide such a strong reaction, 
quite rightly.” 

Mr Clegg was asked his views on plans 
to drill for coal bed methane in the coun¬ 
tryside. A bid has been made for such as 
an operation at Dudleston near Oswestry. 

He said: “I think we have to proceed with 
real caution. I do not think it is sensible as 
a country to place fanatic importance on 
any form of energy. 

“As a country we have to try and wean 
ourselves off imported fossil fuels but 
I do not share the Conservatives’ view 
that somehow we can turn ourselves into 
Texas.” 

Mr Clegg also threw his weight behind 
Mrs Dodds’ bid to win Montgomeryshire 
back for the Liberal Democrats at the gen¬ 
eral election. 

Lembit Opik lost the seat to the Conserv¬ 
atives’ Glyn Davies in 2010. Mr Opik had 
enjoyed a majority of 7,173 after winning 
the seat for the second time in 2005, but 
found himself losing out by 1,184 votes to 
his Tory opponent.

Cosford. 

Rotary president David Gordon said the 
£700 donation was made in recognition of 
the vital lifesaving work carried out by the 
charity on a daily basis. 

“Surprisingly, the air ambulance re¬ 
ceives no government or National Lottery 
funding, relying entirely on charitable do¬ 
nations, 40 per cent of which come in the 
form of gifts left in wills,” he said. “At 
£25-per-minute to run when airborne, the 
average air ambulance mission costs £2,500 
and the yearly cost of operation is now over 
£6.5 million.” 

Mr Gordon added: “It is reassuring to 
know that if any of us were really in need 
of emergency assistance the Midlands Air 
Ambulance is just a few minutes away. Our 
donation will help to keep this vital service 
in the air.” 

The Midlands Air Ambulance serves 
Shropshire, Staffordshire, West Mid¬ 
lands, Worcestershire, Herefordshire and 
Gloucestershire serving 5.6 million people 
with 90 per cent of the region reachable 
within eight minutes flying time.

'Oswestry exposition’ idea 
wins support of councillors

AN EVENT to put Oswestry well and truly on the tourist map could 
be held next year. 

A proposal has been put forward for an exposition which could include a week 
of markets, funfairs, sports, music and craft festivals as well as events to cele¬ 
brate the town’s history. 

Town councillors have agreed to set up a working group to look at the idea, put forward 
by Councillor Chris Stokes. 

One of the newer members of the town council, and now chairman of its amenities 
committee, Councillor Stokes said that in his time on the council he had noticed that 

there were a great many groups doing great 
things in the town. 

“There isn’t however the will for them to 
join together as one body. 

“So instead I would live to see Oswestry 
Town Council facilitate an exposition - a 
week of events, with all the organisations 
being able to showcase just how great the 
town is.” 

“We don’t want people to know Oswestry 
as the place they pass on the way to Wales. 
Let’s catch them and get them to call in as 
they go on holiday and as they come back 
from holiday.” 

Councillor Stokes said the council could 
supply street entertainment to support the 
town’s own buskers and street artists and 
could also look at working with bus compa¬ 
nies to ferry people to and from Gobowen 
station. 

History 

“We could even perhaps lay on a quirky 
street train to take people from the bus 
station into the town centre,” Councillor 
Stokes said. 

“The Cambrian Railway could put on 
events and there could be history walks and 
talks which would encompass the hill fort 
and Oswestry Museum. 

“Cae Glas Park could house craft mar¬ 
quees as well as brass bands, other music 
and sports tournaments. There would be 
a music festival in local hostelries and art 
exhibition, food and drink hah and daily 
markets. 

“I hope this can put Oswestry back on 
the map and provide a stepping stone to 
get the markets back to health. We need to 
pull together all that is good in Oswestry 
by helping everyone realise their full po¬ 
tential.” 

Owestry town councillors have said 
Councillor Stokes’ idea was well worth in¬ 
vestigating and agreed to set up a working 
party. 

They agreed that it would take at least 
12 to 18 months to put everything in place 
for the event. 


Rescuers are 
called to aid 
of climbers 

SEVERAL climbers and walkers had to be 
rescued by helicopter or helped by moun¬ 
tain rescue teams over the Easter weekend. 

A climber in her 30s was airlifted after 
falling 20ft near Llangollen, just over the 
Shropshire border in North Wales. 

The woman suffered serious injuries 
after plunging down a sheer drop at Offa’s 
Dyke on Sunday. 

She was flown to the trauma unit at 
Stoke-on-Trent Royal Infirmary by an RAF 
rescue helicopter from Valley in Anglesey. 

North East Wales Search and Rescue 
team were also called out. 

In Snowdonia a woman fell while 500ft 
up the north ridge of Tryfan, hitting a 
friend on the way down who then tumbled 
into his partner below him. 

The first woman to fall was behind her 
partner as he led the group. She fell 50ft 
and bounced off two ledges before hit¬ 
ting the second man in the group. He was 
knocked back 20ft into his partner. 

The group of walkers, two couples in 
their 50s and 60s, from Runcorn and War¬ 
rington, were climbing the 3,000ft peak on 
Saturday afternoon. 

Chris Lloyd, of Ogwen Valley Mountain 
Rescue Team, said that the woman “lost 
her footing, bounced twice and fell 50ft 
into her friend, who then fell 20ft and then 
wiped his wife out”. He said: “The lady was 
lucky to be alive. She suffered arm, leg and 
pelvic injuries, and a laceration to her head 
and I think had a minor fracture.”

However, she comes back frequently to 
her home in Oswestry to see family and 
friends - and to run in the countryside she 
loves. 

“I have been training for months, run¬ 
ning around the London parks, along the 
River Thames and sometimes I run the six- 
mile trip from work back to my flat,” she 
said. “But it is nothing like being able to 
run in the wonderful countryside around 
Oswestry. 

“I’m delighted to have this chance to run 
for the Orthopaedic Hospital and I hope lots 
of people will support me.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


It doesn’t matter which side of 
the windfarm debate you come 
down on there’s now more con¬ 
fusion than ever about whether 
the schemes will go ahead. 

With the topic high on the 
political agenda in Shropshire 
and Powys the Daily Telegraph 
leaked a report that the contro¬ 
versial Mid Wales scheme had 
already been given the go-ahead 
but would not be announced un¬ 
til after the May election. 

The reports claimed the Lib 
Dems’ Ed Davey, who was ener¬ 
gy and climate change secretary, 
had already given the go-ahead 
for three of the five giant farms 
planned to desecrate the beauti¬ 
ful Mid Wales landscape. 

So is Mr Davey running 
scared? Or does he know that 
a public announcement would 
wreck Jane Dodds’ chances of 
wrestling the Montgomeryshire 
seat away from Tory Glyn Davies, 
who has strongly opposed the 
developments from day one? 

And then right out of the ‘blue’ 
Conservative environment sec¬ 
retary Liz Truss announces that 
there will be no funding for on¬ 
shore wind projects should the 
Tories win in May. She made 
the shock statement when visit¬ 
ing Montgomeryshire in support 
of Mr Davies. Well she would, 
wouldn’t she? It was just what 
the people wanted to hear. 

The problem is, who do we 
believe? With councils in Shrop¬ 
shire and Powys opposing the 
schemes why didn’t Ms Truss 
come out with this revelation 
earlier? Why didn’t her boss Mr 
Cameron stop the costly public 
inquiry into windfarms months 
ago? And why hasn’t Mr Davey 
either confirmed or denied the 
leaked report? 

You all know the answer. They 
want your vote and will wriggle 
and twist the truth until May 7. 

It’s great news that work is 
under way on the new £14 mil¬ 
lion theatre complex at Oswest¬ 
ry Orthopaedic Hospital, which 
includes a bone cancer centre 
funded by public donations. 

The new bone cancer centre 
is one of only five in the country 
and a campaign has seen £2mil- 
lion raised to fund the project. 

How lucky we are to have one 
of the world’s leading facilities 
on our doorstep. Robert Jones 
and Agnes Hunt, who founded 
the original hospital, would be 
amazed at what has taken place 
on the back of theirvision.

Graves project is finding 
out town's buried history 


A new project is unveiling 
fascinating stories hidden 
in Oswestry Cemetery. SUE 
AUSTIN finds out more. 

WHAT do the following have in 
common? 

Sarah Fox, who died in Oswestry- 
on Boxing Day 1862, aged 73. Born 
in Middlesex, she had moved to the 
town to marry Richard Fox, one of 
the last Oswestry to London goods 
carriers. Presumably she met him 
while he was in the capital making 
a delivery. 

Then there is Sergeant Harold Whit¬ 
field, who died on December 19, 1956, 
having led an adventurous life that saw 
him presented with the Victoria Cross by 
King George V in 1918. 

And then there are German pilots Karl 
Hauck, Karlo Sioli and Hans Steffen - all 
of whom died while they were prisoners 
of war in Oswestry during World War 
Two. 

Answer 

What do those different lives have in 
common? 

The answer, in fact, is death. 

They all ended up in Oswestry’s 
Shrewsbury Road Cemetery. 

And now a research project is offering a 
fascinating glimpse into their lives, while 
helping others trace their own relatives. 

The Oswestry Cemetery Project has 
used a £59,000 Heritage Lottery grant 
to research the history of the cemetery, 
conserve its archives, research the peo¬ 
ple buried there and create new signs and 
leaflets to tell its story. 

“We have had about 50 volunteers 
working on the project who have spent 
thousands of hours helping,” said Sara 
Downs, the project manager.

“We have rescued the records which 
were found in the cemetery chapel and 
they have been archived with the town 
archives. 

“The cemetery has been GPS mapped 
and we also now have an extensive web¬ 
site that anyone can access.” 

The idea was born when Oswestry 
Town Council took over the cemetery 
from the joint burial board. 

Over the last few years it has brought 
up some fascinating historical facts 
about the cemetery, which opened in 
1862. 

Era 

“Many cemeteries of the era were 
created as an antidote to the insani¬ 
tary conditions of overstressed church¬ 
yards,” said Sara. 

“Population growth and epidemics 


such as cholera quickly filled the grave¬ 
yards, and many of the burials were not 
adequately performed, causing health 
risks. 

“Like other towns of the period, 
Oswestry experienced a growth in its 
population during the first half of the 
nineteenth century. 

Parish 

“In 1801 the population of the parish 
was 5,839. 

“In 1861 it had grown by sixty per¬ 
cent to 9,357. 

“There had been at least two out¬ 
breaks of cholera in Shropshire since 
the 1830s. 

“These may have been contributing 
factors that informed the decision to 
provide the town with a new cemetery.” 

The Oswestry Cemetery Project’s 


website not only tells the history of the 
cemetery but allows online visitors to 
find the names of their ancestors and 
discover where they are buried. 

The volunteers include historian and 
town councillor Sandy Best, and Tony 
Harrison, who has become an authority 
on family history since his retirement. 

He helped to form the Oswestry Local 
History Group eight years ago. 

Work 

They are now looking for other volun¬ 
teers to help continue their work. 

And there is a lot to do. 

There are 22,000 graves in the eight- 
acre cemetery and the aim is to research 
the earliest 8,000 of them, those that are 
more than 100 years old. 

To date 2,170 people have been re¬ 
searched. 

The volunteers use the census records 
to find out who the person was married 
to, how many children they had, where 
they were born and what there occupa¬ 
tion was. 

History 

“We feel that we are bringing the 
names on the graves to life and finding 
out a lot about the social history of the 
town,” said Councillor Best. 

She added: “For example, of those 
names we have researched, 57 per cent 
were children. 

“There are also pockets of depriva¬ 
tion, areas where the average age of 
death was lower than average.” 

The first person to be buried was 
Sarah Fox and, to mark her importance, 
the project paid for her grave to be re¬ 
stored. 

But Councillor Best said it was diffi¬ 
cult to balance the amount of time spent 
on each person’s story. 

“It is very easy to want to go further 
and discover more about each person,” 
she said. 

“But we have so many to record, it 
could take many years yet.”

ARE THERE PITFALLS TO BUYING A HOUSE WHERE SOLAR PANELS HAVE BEEN INSTALLED? 

Q: We want to move but in the area we like most of the properties have solar panels on the roof, which look dreadful. The estate agents say ‘just 
remove them if you don’t like them’, but I am wondering whether you would need permission from anyone to do that. Could we run into any potential 
problems? 

A: It depends how the solar panels were purchased. Some solar panels are purchased outright, which means unless they are somewhere with 
listed building or conservation issues no planning permission would have been required to install them, so no permissions would be needed to 
remove them. If you did decide to keep them you would need to ensure the seller had them installed pursuant to the Microgeneration Certification 
Scheme (MCS) and that relevant supplier guarantees and building regulation certificates are passed on. You should remember that maintenance of 
your roof will be more tricky with solar panels in place. 

If there are a lot of solar panels in the area they may be the result of a localised consumer marketing campaign to supply solar panels that feed into 
the National Grid. Such arrangements usually involve solar panels being supplied for free under the ‘Feed in Tariff Scheme’, a government initiative 
introduced in April 2010. With such schemes home owners get free electricity in return for a lease over their roof and air space.

Leased solar panels are owned by the supplier for the duration of the lease, usually 25 years. Terminating the lease early can incur a hefty ‘buy¬ 
out’ penalty which, depending on the roof size and remaining years on the lease, could cost between £15,000 and £25,000. Mortgage lenders 
are reluctant to lend on properties with leased solar panels unless there is a break clause in the lease and the relevant installation certificates are 
available. Solar panels could potentially make the property unmortgageable.

The leaders of the 18 eurozone countries 
lied about their financial status in order to 
join, seeing the prospect of millions of euros 
going their way. 

Take the example of Ireland, a net-gain¬ 
ing member from day one. 

For every £1 the Irish paid into Brussels 
it received £9 in return and it was not until 
Ireland’s economy collapsed in 2007-08 that 
we in Britain learned that the Irish min¬ 
imum wage, retirement pension and dole 
payments were way above those paid to us 
in Britain, a net paying country from day

Abuse victims 
need strong 
support from 
the authorities 

I’VE heard, via TV news and interviews, 
that teachers, nurses, doctors and police 
could be put into prison for up to five years 
if judged to be neglecting to follow up any 
cause for concern about a child being sex¬ 
ually abused. 

One person who was interviewed even 
said that each school should have a trained 
nurse. We haven’t even had, and forgive 
the “title”, a “nit nurse” for donkeys’ years. 

Yes, everyone should receive as part of 
their training some input about recognis¬ 
ing any signs of distress however it shows 
itself. All react in a different way. 

Likewise, each of the abused needs a dif¬ 
ferent approach to glean any further infor¬ 
mation. 

This will require somebody with extra 
knowledge of approaching the subject and 
how to follow up on information obtained 
without causing distress. 

A proper line of responsibility must be es¬ 
tablished so that the case can be explored, 
dealt with at every stage and support given, 
not just promised, to all affected by the 
abuse. 

For some this may and probably will ex¬ 
tend far beyond any trial, far beyond even 
the growth of a family for the abused, help 
for them to have, accept, enjoy, relations 
with their friends, their partners and even¬ 
tually with their children. 

The ability to show more or even just af¬ 
fection is very difficult, counselling may be 
needed, especially if their marriage fails. It 
is a whole life sentence for the abused. 

Threatening those who fail to spot the 
signs will not improve matters, but having 
knowledge of how to see and hear beyond 
what is said will help all including parents. 
They are the closest to their children, we 
hope. 

Records must be kept but in such cases 
need to be shared for the sake of the abused. 
Support and updating of knowledge is im¬ 
portant for all. “Seen and not heard” are 
in the past.

Heritage bodies look to 
halt demolition plans

TWO heritage bodies have said 
they are prepared to go to the 
government Ombudsman to try 
to prevent the demolition of a 
historic tollhouse. 

Shropshire Council has granted 
planning permission for a new Aldi 
store on Oswestry’s Shrewsbury 
Road, which will involve the bulldoz¬ 
ing of the Gate House, one of Thomas 
Telford’s tollhouses. 

The go-head was given by planning of¬ 
ficers under delegated powers, without a 
committee meeting. 

Now Oswestry Civic Society and the 
Campaign for the Protection of Rural Eng¬ 
land (CPRE) are questioning whether the 
decision should have been made without a 
committee debate. Oswestry Town Council 
voted last week to formally ask Shropshire 
Council for permitted development rights 
to be removed to prevent the developers 
from knocking down the property until all 
avenues of appeal have been explored. 

The CPRE and the Oswestry and District 
Civic Society are liaising about the possibil¬ 
ity of making a single complaint to the Om¬ 
budsman. Charles Green, from the CPRE, 
said the Shropshire branch had already 
written to Shropshire Council to complain 
that the decision to approve the Aldi store 
contravened the council’s guidelines. 

“The decision has been made whilst re¬ 
sponses were awaited to appeals about the 
listing status of the Gate House to English 
Heritage and to the secretary of state for 
culture, media and sport,” he said. 

Mr Green said the branch also questioned 
why the decision was taken to use delegated 
powers to grant planning permission. Oswestry’s tollhouse on Shrewsbury Road is set to be demolished to make way for a new supermarket 


Bed-blocking 
highlighted 
at meeting 

MORE than 100 people are occupying 
beds in Shropshire’s two main hospi¬ 
tals who do not need to be there, it 
has been revealed. 

Adrian Osborne, director of com¬ 
munications at Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospitals NHS Trust, told a 
meeting of Montgomeryshire Commu¬ 
nity Health Council that 103 patients 
are listed as being fit for transfer. 

The problem of ‘bed blockers’, 
where a patient is well enough to 
return home but cannot as there is 
nowhere for them to go, is still being 
looked at by the trust. 

Mr Osborne told the group at a 
meeting last week that the trust is 
looking at ways it can get large num¬ 
bers of patients out when they no 
longer need the bed. 

He said: “Urgent care demands are 
still high, not so much number but 
the complexity of the needs they have. 

“We have 103 patients who are fit 
for transfer, with half of these there 
for three days or more. 

“Some of them are Powys patients. 

“The way we see it is that any bed 
that has someone in it who doesn’t 
need it is putting a bed out of action 
for someone who needs it. 

“ The pace of it has to improve.”

Ms Truss visited Court Calmore, a 
dairy and beef farm near Montgomery, 
to support Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for the region, Glyn 
Davies. 

She met with farmer Maurice Jones, 
who owns the farm, and neighbour Keith 
Davies, who has recently retired from the 
industry. 

Ms Truss vowed to do all she could to 
help farmers tackle the disease should the 
Conservative Party stay in government 
after the general election on May 7. 

She said: “It is absolutely vital that we do 
all we can to tackle this horrendous prob¬ 
lem and I vow to do all I can to eradicate it. 

“The country which has managed to get 
rid of it is Australia and they have done it 
by culling. 

“Glyn Davies, who has done a magnifi¬ 
cent job as Montgomeryshire MP for the 
last five years, keeps pressing me on this 
and as a former farmer he really knows 
how vital it is we tackle it.” 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire AM 
and shadow agricultural spokesman in the 
Welsh Assembly, added: “The badgers are 
not the problem, the disease is and we must 
tackle that.”

Sensory room appeal 
launched for carene

LITTLE Carene has a tough life 
ahead of her but her mum, Emma 
Bond, is determined that it is as 
good as it possibly can be. 

The six month old girl from Oswest¬ 
ry was born three months premature 
and there were times when it was 
feared she may not survive. 

Complications, including hydrocepha¬ 
lus have left Carene with extensive brain 
damage, very little sight and also hearing 
problems. 

Mum and daughter won international 
attention when a picture Emma posted of 
her being able to feed Carene herself for 
the first time was taken down by Facebook 
and went on to go viral as thousands of 
breast-feeding supporters reposted it on 
their own pages. 

Now Emma, 24, has launched a fund¬ 
raising appeal to create a sensory room at 
her home in York Street. And she wants to 
open the room up to other children with 
special needs for one day each week. 

The £2,000 appeal reached its half way 
point in just five days and Emma is hopeful 
that the room will soon become a reality. 

Thanks to the fundraising, boxes of 
equipment are beginning to arrive, much 
to the excitement of Emma’s son, two-year- 
old Luca.

Emma said: “I have been speaking with 
local mums and there is already a good 
group of extra special children who are 
waiting for the room to be ready so they 
can also make use of it.”

Calls made

“I do know we have a glut of chil¬ 
dren who are overweight. What we 
have to do is tempt them out of their 
houses.” 

A report to the council’s committee 
by the responsible officer Deb Hughes 
said the play areas managed by Shrop¬ 
shire Council were in a fair to reason¬ 
able condition and a programme of 
work to improve play areas identified 
as poor had been undertaken.

Ex-social worker 
is new candidate 

PLAID Cymru has selected a for¬ 
mer social worker as its candidate 
for Montgomeryshire in the General 
Election. 

Ann Griffith, who is a small busi¬ 
ness owner, will stand for the party 
in May after its original candidate, 
Gwynfor Owen, pulled out due to ill 
health. 

She said: “I’m pleased to be selected 
as the candidate for Montgomery¬ 
shire. This election offers unprece¬ 
dented opportunity for the people of 
Montgomeryshire and the whole of 
Wales to make their voices heard. 

“It looks likely that there will be a 
hung Parliament in May and that’s 
why it’s important that we elect a 
strong group of Plaid Cymru MPs in 
May.” Ms Griffith said she was par¬ 
ticularly passionate about securing 
good healthcare for Montgomeryshire.

Jobs are lost as health 
charity closes its doors

A HEALTH charity founded al¬ 
most two decades ago has 
closed with the loss of three jobs. 

The Mid Wales-based Institute of 
Rural Health has been shut down 
amid claims it was struggling to at¬ 
tract grants and had failed to forge 
significant links with universities. 

The doctor who set up the institute 18 
years ago said it was tragic that it had shut 
at a time when rural health services were 
in real jeopardy. 

The academic charity, which was based 
in Newtown, promoted the health and 
wellbeing of rural communities through 
education, research and policy work. 

Dr John Wynn-Jones, founder of the 
institute, said he believed that a lack of 
grants and not being able to link up with 
a university had been the small charity’s 
downfall. He started the charity with Jane 
Randall-Smith in 1997 and stood down 
three years ago. 

“It is a tragedy that the institute has 
closed at a time when it is actually needed 
more than ever,” he said. “Powys and 
Shropshire are some of the most rural areas 
of Britain. GP practices are struggling to 
recruit doctors and in Mid Wales and rural 
parts of Shropshire there are fears that 
moving health services from Shrewsbury to 
Telford will be detrimental to many people. 

“But it is tough for small charities to win 
funding and the institute had been unable 
to gain the support of a university, which is 
vital for a research body. 

“However I believe that over its life the 
institute was able to put rural health on 
the map and make it something that was 
recognised nationally and internationally.”

presided over a world championship 
final. The master of ceremonies 
- also providing commentary and 
trick shots - will be the legendary 
John Virgo, ensuring there will be an 
evening of fun and merriment.

New report 
reveals the 
area's long 
roads set-up 

SHROPSHIRE and Powys have some 
of the longest road networks in the 
UK, according to new research car¬ 
ried out by Ordnance Survey. 

Powys has 3,231 miles (5,200km) of 
roads and Shropshire has 3,064 miles 
(4,931km), placing the counties fifth 
and sixth in the UK. 

And the counties’ number of coun¬ 
try lanes mean that both feature in 
the top ten for the length of their B 
road and minor road networks. Powys 
is fifth with 2,824 miles (4,544km) 
and Shropshire sixth with 2,711 miles 
(4,363km). 

The A483 and A495 also mean that 
Powys has the eighth-longest A road 
network in the country with 407 miles 
(655km) of trunk roads. 

Greater London Authority has the 
most roads at 7,881 miles (12,684km), 
with 6,755 miles (10,871km) of A 
roads. Rob Andrews, from Ordnance 
Survey, said: “Following news of the 
government’s £15bn planned road 
network investment and the an¬ 
nouncement that driverless cars are 
to be tested in four English cities, our 
consultancy and technical services 
team have worked out that if all roads 
and motorways in Great Britain were 
grouped together into one landmass, 
there would more than enough to 
cover an area the size of Lancashire. 

“Britain only needs to add another 
5,363 miles to its road infrastructure 
to have enough to reach up to the 
moon when it is at its closest on its 
elliptical orbit. 

“The team has also worked out that 
if you drove non-stop, day and night, 
the entire length of our road network, 
all 215,940 miles of it, and you trav¬ 
elled at an average speed of 40mph, 
the journey would take 224 and a half 
days.”

Repairs are agreed for 
two landmarks in town

TWO of Oswestry’s historic land¬ 
marks are to be repaired to the 
cost of £7,500, thanks to Oswest¬ 
ry Town Council. 

Repairs to the bandstand in Oswest¬ 
ry’s town park costing up to £5,000 
will be carried out, hopefully before 
the summer band concerts. 

Work is also to go ahead to make visiting 
Oswald’s Well easier. 

The council’s amenities committee gave 
the go-ahead for the bandstand repairs, as 
well as repairs to the steps leading down to 
it and the retaining wall next to the well. 

Legend has it that when King Oswald 
was killed at the battle of Maserfield on 
the edge of the town, an eagle flew off with 
his arm. When the bird dropped the limb a 
spring emerged from the ground, said to be 
holy water. 

Councillors said they were concerned 
about the state of the steps and were happy 
to agree to cover the £2,500 repair bill. 

Meanwhile councillors stressed that 
there was no threat of the bandstand in Cae 
Glas Park being demolished. 

Councillor Paul Milner said: “There has 
been a lot of talk on Facebook that the 
bandstand is being pulled down, which isn’t 
the case at all.” 

Cracks in two of the cast iron columns 
have worsened during the winter and the 
committee decided the corrosion had gone 
too far to do a cheaper repair. 

The more permanent solution will take 
about three weeks and will mean the 
bandstand will be out of bounds when the 
damaged sections are taken away repaired 
offside and returned. 

The bandstand was last repaired in 1998. The bandstand at Cae Glas Park in Oswestry will be repaired, town councillors have agreed

Church’s long roots 



Rev Simon Thorburn of St Oswald’s Church in Oswestry 


St Oswald’s Church has a remarkable history 


The church has some interesting features

ST Oswald’s Church can trace its 
roots back to the Battle of Oswest¬ 
ry in 642AD, when the Christian 
King Oswald of Northumbria was 
killed by the pagan King Penda of 
Mercia. 

The spot where Oswald died became a 
place where Christians would worship, 
and a church was later built in his hon¬ 
our. 

However, despite a colourful history, which 
also saw the church severely damaged during 
the English Civil War, vicar the Rev Simon 
Thorburn is at great pains to point out that St 
Oswald’s is not a museum, and is very much a 
church for the present day. 

He says: “Every church is historic, there’s 
been a church on the site since the Domesday 
Book, but we’re about living in the present, as 
well as respecting our heritage. 

“We’re about working within the commu-

nity, our role is to continue to express the Gos¬ 
pel, and what we believe about God and Jesus 
Christ.” 

And with a weekly congregation of around 
150 - about 120 turn out each for the main ser¬ 
vice every Sunday - it is certainly a thriving 
centre of worship. 

“We have a very strong tradition of choral 
singing. Many churches have moved towards 
more contemporary music, and our choir, I 
would say, is probably the best in the county,” 
says Mr Thorburn. 

He adds that a CD of choral music released 
just before Christmas raised £2,000, which has 
been split equally between Severn Hospice and 
the church. 

St Oswald’s also has a strong bell-ringing 
tradition. 

“St Chad’s has probably got more bells, we 
have only got eight, but we have got a very 
strong group of bell-ringers,” Mr Thorburn 


says. Mr Thorburn, who has marked his sixth 
anniversary at St Oswald’s, had previously 
served at St George’s Church in Edgbaston, 
Birmingham. “Before that, I was in south Lon¬ 
don, although I didn’t have a parish as such,” 
he says. 

“St Oswald’s was the first time I had worked 
in what people would think of as the country¬ 
side. 

“The nice thing about coming to a place like 
Oswestry is you see the whole spectrum of life, 
whereas if you are in somewhere like Edgbas¬ 
ton, you only see part of it.” 

Mr Thorburn says St Oswald’s works closely 
with the other churches in the town to provide 
community support. 

“We do debt advice, and we help the food 
bank, which is something which the churches 
now run together,” he says. 

The Battle of Oswestry is thought to have 
taken place at Maeslyn - now called Maserfield 
- about 400 yards from the site of the present 
church. 


The story is that Oswald’s severed arm was 
picked up by an eagle, and dropped “a bow¬ 
shot” away, where a well is said to have sprung. 

The present-day name of Oswestry is a cor¬ 
ruption of the original name Oswald’s Tree, 
which derives from Oswald’s body being nailed 
to a tree in mock crucifixion 

Records show Christian worship has taken 
place on the site of the present church for more 
than 1,000 years with the earliest place of wor¬ 
ship - possibly a monastery - on the same site 
before the large church was dedicated to St 
Oswald more than 900 years ago. 

The Domesday Book, published in 1086, re¬ 
ferred to an unnamed church, and later that 
year a tithe document at Shrewsbury Abbey 
referred to a church dedicated to St Oswald. 

Oswestry’s proximity to the Welsh border 
meant it was vulnerable to attack, and it ap¬ 
pears to have come under constant fire during 
the 13th century. 

Attacks took place in 1216, 1233 and 1282 - 
the resultant border changes taking Oswestry 


in and out of Wales on several occasions. De¬ 
spite there being no documentary evidence 
that St Oswald’s was attacked there is clear 
evidence of some 13th century construction 
work.During the English Civil War, the church 
was used as stables by Oliver Cromwell’s men, 
and suffered extensive damage. 

Its rebuild was completed in the early 1670s. 

An interesting feature of the interior of the 
church is the Yale memorial dated 1616 (re¬ 
stored in 1676) to the memory of the Alderman 
Hugh Yale whose family endowed Yale Univer¬ 
sity in the United States. 

During 1872-1874, renowned Victorian 
architect G E Street undertook substantial 
changes to the interior of the church. Most of 
the windows date back to Victorian times, but 
one of the newest features is the Millennium 
Window, located above the 1662 Font, opposite 
the south door to the church. 

It was commissioned from local artist Jane 
Grey to commemorate the Millennium.

Town is ideal 
home for fair 


ORGANISERS of an antiques fair 
made famous by visits from tele¬ 
vision’s Bargain Hunt say moving 
to Oswestry has proved hugely suc¬ 
cessful. 

Thousands of people descended on the 
Park Hall Showground on the outskirts of 
the town for a three-day Easter antiques 
fair. 

It was the first Easter date for Amulet Fairs, 
the family-run company behind the antiques 
weekends at Park Hall. BBC film crews descend 
on the fairs twice a year to film the popular Bar¬ 
gain Hunt series. 

Mrs Sheila Jackson, who runs the events with 
her two daughters, said the fairs brought money 
into the local economy. 

“We first came to Oswestry nine years ago 
and the move proved so successful we have now 
stopped running many of our one-day events to 
concentrate on the Park Hall fairs,” she said. 

“This was our first three-day event and our 
first in Shropshire over Easter. We had hundreds 
of stall holders from as far afield as the north of 
Scotland and even from Germany. And we know

we attract visitors from across the country. This 
weekend there was also a motorhome rally at 
the rugby club next to the showground which 
helped to swell the crowds.” 

Mrs Jackson said: “I am sure Oswestry bene¬ 
fits from our fairs. The bed and breakfast estab¬ 
lishments are always busy and people use the 
local restaurants and other services. 

“We also ensure we buy locally when we or¬ 
ganise the weekends.” 

She said the Park Hall Showground’s acces¬ 
sibility by road made it an ideal place to hold 
events. 

“The Oswestry showground is a tremendous 
asset for the area. It is so close to two main 
trunk roads, the A5 and the A483 that is is so 
easy to reach from Wales, the north West and 
the Midlands. 

“We are also now involved in running street 
fairs in Oswestry town centre. Our next is 
on May 15, then we have a street event in 
Bridgnorth before our two-day fair at Park Hall 
on June 13 and 14 when Bargain Hunt will 
again be joining us.”

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County Show 
plans are 
now well 
under way 

PLANS are well under way for this year’s 
Shropshire County Show, which is set to 
bring thousands of people to the region. 

The event is taking place on May 23 at Green- 
hous West Mid Showground, off Berwick Road, 
Shrewsbury. 

It is being billed as an action packed extravaganza 
of family entertainment, with something on offer for 
everyone. 

New this year is free admission for children under 
12 when accompanied by an adult, and there will be a 
many free activities for the youngsters. Organisers say 
one of the most spectacular events of the day is likely 
to be the appearance of the Battle of Britain Memorial 
Flight, providing a fly past by Spitfire and Hurricane 
aeroplanes. Headlining the main arena events will be 
the Steve Colley Motorbike Stunt display team. 

Young Farmers will be doing safari jeep racing and 
parading their decorated themed floats for which a re¬ 
cord number of entries have been received. 

Also in the main arena will be the Balfours Inter 
Hunt Relay with a twist, where quad bikes and terri¬ 
ers all join in the competition between two local hunts. 

For horse lovers there will be a full schedule of classes 
for horses and ponies in the County Horse Show. 

A dog show will include novelty, child handler, happi¬ 
est, rescue veteran and best six legs competitions. 

The Whitchurch Dog Display Team will be per¬ 
forming in the canine arena with fire walks and other 
demonstrations of their skills. 

Showground sponsors Greenhous will be featuring 
vehicles from across its extensive range of brands. 

A new country side area will be set aside where bush- 
craft, leather workers, basket weavers and wood carv¬ 
ers will be in attendance. 

Ian Bebbington, who is the general manager respon¬ 
sible for the running of the showground, said: “The 
signs are already very positive. It is good to see such 
enthusiasm to return again this year as well as new 
traders.” 

Forestry firms 
can get grant 
under scheme 


FARMERS, woodland owners and forest¬ 
ry contractors can now apply for grants 
under the new Countryside Productivity 
Scheme, which is part of the Rural Devel¬ 
opment Programme for England (RDPE). 

The grants are available for a range of projects 
and applicants can claim up to 40 per cent of the 
total eligible costs. 

Small grants of between £2,500 and £35,000 are 
available for a range of smaller items and larger grants 
of between £35,000 and £1,000,000 are available for a 
mix of large items. 

Livestock farmers, for example, can claim a small 
grant for LED lighting in livestock housing which 
can reduce energy consumption and improve animal 
health. Slurry application equipment is also eligible, 
for example injection or trailing shoe systems, flow- 
rate monitors, and global positioning systems (GPS) 
for precision farming. GPS grants will fund auto-steer 
systems, controllers fitted to tractors to link the GPS 
signal to the application equipment, and there is fund¬ 
ing available for a GPS base station. 

For arable and horticultural growers, large grants of 
between £35,000 and £1,000,000 could be used to fund 
remote crop sensors such as drones, mounted sensors 
or analysis software to assist with crop management. 

Funding is also available for crop robotics systems 
that use in-field camera sensing and computer analysis 
to control field operations and control weeds, and hor¬ 
ticultural growers may be eligible for grants to fund 
controlled atmosphere storage for fruit and vegetables. 

There are also grants to improve the water efficiency 
of holdings through improvements to irrigation and 
reservoir systems. 

Forestry owners and contractors can apply to fund 
woodland harvesting and extraction projects, as well as 
small-scale processing projects which enhance forestry 
potential or add value to forestry products. 


New solar technology arrives in UK

CASTILLIUM is working with regional 
agents Halls to offer farmers across Mid 
Wales, Shropshire and Herefordshire 
cutting-edge robot technology to generate 
greater power and financial returns. 

A new US energy technology, which 
uses robotics to control solar photovoltaic 
(PV) panels and trackers to ensure they 
generate the maximum possible energy 
from sunrise to sunset, has arrived in the 
UK. 

Castillium has brought the innovative 
Qbotix system to Britain for the first time, 
after it has proved itself in other markets. 
It is aimed at farmers and landowners 


who have one to 1.5 acres of land to site 
the solar panels. 

This new system uses the Robotic 
Tracking System (RTS), patented by Cali¬ 
fornia-based QBotix, to ensure the panels 
follow the sun each day like a sunflower. 
This accurate alignment means the sys¬ 
tem can capture the maximum energy 
from the sun. Giving further background, 
Alistair Fell, a director of Castillium said: 
“The QBotix system is more efficient than 
traditional static solar PV systems, offer¬ 
ing customers a bigger return on invest¬ 
ment. 

“Typically, the RTS system increases 


energy generation by 30-45 per cent in 
the UK; improving return on investment 
by around 20 per cent compared to static 
panels.” 

The QBotix system supplied by Castil- 
lium has a 20-year-plus lifetime and is 
aimed at farmers and landowners inter¬ 
ested in generating on-site electricity. 

A 250kWp system will produce up to 
320,000kWh per year. That makes the 
system a great source of energy for inten¬ 
sive farming and any activity that needs 
cooling. Excess energy can be exported to 
the National Grid, creating an additional 
income stream. 


Act now to avoid costly 
lameness at turnout 


ALTHOUGH dairy farmers 
are looking forward to turn¬ 
out, letting cows out to graze 
can soon eat up cost sav¬ 
ings if rough cow tracks and 
poor management allow herd 
lameness to prevail. 

Nick Challenor, director of ND 
Challenor Professional Livestock 
Services, is urging farmers to put 
lameness and foot care strategies 
high up on the agenda ahead of 
turnout. 

Important 

“Feet inspection and ensuring a foot 
care programme is in place to address 
lameness ahead of spring is extremely 
important,” Nick said. 

“Lame cows eat less, lose weight and 
take longer to get back in calf. Pre¬ 
ventative measures and treating foot 
issues early are fundamental to avoid¬ 
ing problems escalating. 

“Paying attention to all areas of cow 
comfort across the farm is important in 
managing the spread of lameness. 

“With a long grazing season ahead 
farmers need to ensure cows feet are 
in fit condition to cope with possible 
increases to wear, white line damage 
and solar ulcers that can all appear as 
trauma to the hooves increases.” 

Hoof and leg problems in dairy herds 
are now the third most important and 
costly disease issue facing today’s 
dairy farms (Watson, 2007). According 
to DairyCo the average cost of an in¬ 
cidence of lameness, in terms of treat¬ 
ment costs, loss of yield and potential 
for shortened productive life of the cow, 
may be in the region of £180. 

Lameness can also lead to other 
health problems such as mastitis, met¬ 
abolic illness and fertility issues due to

the impeded cow mobility and behav¬ 
iour. 

There are a host of causes of lame¬ 
ness including disease, nutrition and 
ineffective foot trimming but underfoot 
conditions are also an impacting factor. 
Poor quality flooring, undulating cow 
tracks and loose debris all play their 
part in affecting the health of the foot. 

At turnout, increased walking dis¬ 
tance to grazing pastures increases 
exposure and pressure on the hoof and 
showery weather, often experienced in 
early spring, can create muddy pools of 
water and loosened stones. All of these 
are implications that further worsen 
the condition of cows’ feet. 

Nick adds; “At one of the farms I 
visit, they have recently laid down 
500m of concrete sleepers - for cows to 
walk on when going out to grazing pad- 
docks. These make an excellent surface 
for walking and help reduce the num¬ 
ber of stones we find in cows feet.” 

Paramount 

Understanding the cause of lame¬ 
ness is paramount in devising the most 
effective course of treatment. In many 
cases poor diagnosis or over-trimming 
can lead to further problems. Regular 
foot trimming is necessary if farmers 
are going to control mobility concerns. 
Identifying the problem and prompt 
treatment will shorten recovery time 
for the animal. 

The primary aim of foot trimming is 
to ensure hooves are the correct shape 
to manage balance and to bear weight 
evenly across ah four legs. Excess horn 
can be removed around ulcers or le¬ 
sions to help reduce pain.

Alex pockets poultry bursary to pursue his career

A STUDENT has carried off a £1,000 bursa¬ 
ry to pursue his career in chicken farming. 

Alex Heath, an agriculture student at Harper 
Adams University in Edgmond, was selected by 
Newport and District Agricultural Society for 
cash backing from its scholarship fund. 

Every year the society asks farming students to apply 
for a handout to help them in their studies and Alex 
was successful after outlining his plans to travel in this 
country and abroad studying poultry farming. 

The 20 year-old already helps care for more than 
60,000 free range chickens and a herd of pedigree Lim- 
ousins at his family farm in Eaton-on-Tern. 

He said: “Broiler meat is enjoying an incredible hey¬ 
day as more people switch from red meat for dietary rea¬ 
sons or just to benefit from a rich source of protein that’s 
great value and easy to cook. 

“The UK produces over 900 million broilers a year and 
imports a further 400 million cuts and portions. It’s a 
massive industry and one I am very much looking for¬ 
ward to be part of.” 

Alex, a keen rugby player away from the farm, has 


secured a work placement with Scottish firm Aviagen - 
the world’s largest poultry breeding company, operating 
in 130 countries worldwide. 

From the summer he will gain experience at its bases 
in Edinburgh, Stratford-upon-Avon and Europe. He 
added: “Most UK food crops are now traded worldwide 
but this leaves farmers susceptible to dramatic price 
volatility. 

“Our chicken meat industry, however, grows year on 
year and genetic gains that companies such as Aviagen 
are making are quite extraordinary. 

“The daily live weight gain is getting better every year 
increasing the efficiency of the industry as a whole. I am 
very excited about being part of such a booming indus¬ 
try and can only thank Newport and District Agricul¬ 
tural Society for giving me the opportunity to further 
my studies through travel and special poultry welfare 
courses.” 

Before Alex sets off on his travels, he will help out 
as a steward at the Newport Show being staged by the 
society at Chetwynd Deer Park on July 11.

IT’S a £12 million project to help 
make sure that when we push a 
light switch or go to boil the kettle, 
our electricity is there - instantly. 

ScottishPower Energy Networks is car¬ 
rying out its biggest regional project in 
Shropshire at Oswestry - upgrading its 
132,000-volt substation. 

The construction work, which has been tak¬ 
ing place just off the town’s bypass for two 
years, will replace the existing electrical infra¬ 
structure at the Whittington Road substation. 

The complex has served not only Oswestry 
but large parts of north Shropshire, Welshpool 
and Newtown for over 50 years since the orig¬ 
inal electrification in 1953. 

It is also seeing the installation of the most 
advanced technology in the industry to benefit 
the 130,000 customers that are served by the 
major power hub. 

The project is scheduled for completion later

this year. The work includes commissioning 
the new substation and putting in a more unu¬ 
sual feature - a landscaped pond for the site’s 
wildlife, which includes great crested newts. 

Scottish Power staff heading up the project 
include Mark Sobczak, programme manager 
for SP Energy Networks, and Frank Davies, 
both of whom live in the area. 

Lights 

“If our customers’ lights go out, then ours go 
out as well,” Mark said. 

Meanwhile, site manager Darryl Fisher trav¬ 
els from the Midlands while construction man¬ 
ager Willie Doherty commutes weekly from his 
home in Glasgow. 

The workers understand the scale of the 
task of updating the substation, where electric¬ 
ity lines are connected and switched and where 
the voltage is changed by transformers. 


The aim is to ensure that 130,000 custom¬ 
ers in Shropshire and North Powys have a re¬ 
silient electricity supply and that is why the 
Oswestry substation, which was built in 1953 
and which has much of its equipment dating 
from the 1960s, must be upgraded. 

Electricity feeding into the Oswestry substa¬ 
tion comes from the National Grid’s main sub¬ 
station at Legacy on the outskirts of Wrexham 

Currently two 132kV pylons travel south 
from Legacy and a third one is now being con¬ 
structed, bringing the spend in protecting the 
supplies in the region to £35 million. 

The project to rebuilt the Oswestry substa¬ 
tion started in 2012 with environmental, eco¬ 
logical and archaeological surveys. 

Construction work started in earnest in 
April 2013. 

The completion of the project, which in¬ 
cludes commissioning the new substation, is 
scheduled for the summer of this year. 

Mr Sobczak said the aim was to ensure the 
security of the power supply to homes and 


businesses, from the large factories of Chirk 
and the farms of north Shropshire to the 
population of Oswestry and across the Welsh 
border through Welshpool and Newtown to 
Llanidloes. 

He said the substation was like a body. 

The different spurs to the smaller areas are 
the ‘nervous system’, while the ‘brain’ is the 
bank of huge cabinets inside the brick building. 

Supplies 

Rebuilding the substation means that Scot¬ 
tish Power can isolate power supplies. 

This allows the workers to ensure that, if 
there is a problem, the fewest number of peo¬ 
ple are affected and for the shortest time pos¬ 
sible. 

Two power lines travel south to Welshpool. 

“If you think of it as a motorway then we 
have the motorway that is used every day and 
one in reserve alongside,” said Mr Sobczak. “If 
there is a problem the supply can be switched, 
automatically, within a couple of minutes. 


“The days of thousands of customers in an 
area being without power as thankfully very 
rare now as we can isolate the problem to very 
small areas.” 

As well as the replacement of the existing 
132,000-volt switchgear and associated trans¬ 
formers - equipment that looks like something 
from an old sci-fi movie - the equipment serv¬ 
ing the smaller spurs is also being replaced. As 
with most electrical ‘goods’ the new equipment 
is smaller and more compact. 

“The old substation has serviced Oswestry 
very well but the demand for electricity has 
grown so much that we simply had to put in 
a replacement to ensure the security of the 
supply,” said Mr Sobczak. On top of the £12m 
substation project, Scottish Power is bringing 
a third overhead line into the complex from its 
Legacy station on the edge of Wrexham. While 
work has been taking place, those behind the 
construction say customers should not notice 
any changes as the switchover from one system 
to another continues.

A re-enactment of The Battle of Blore Heath 


HUNDREDS of years after the bloody bat¬ 
tle of Blore Heath, near Market Drayton, a 
discovery was made which may have pin¬ 
pointed the last resting place of some of 
the victims of that day in September 1459. 

Casualty figures in battles are notoriously dif¬ 
ficult to quantify - even today - but according to 
a website dedicated to the encounter, which took 
place just east of Market Drayton, at least 3,000 
men died. 

Local legend says that the Hempmill Brook flowed 
with blood for three days afterwards. 

Fast forward to the 20th century. 

In 1960, the website says, builders digging a water 
main near Salisbury Hill in Market Drayton uncovered 
five skeletons. These were investigated by a local bobby 
who decided that they were from the Battle of Blore 
Heath, although no formal archaeological excavation 
was ever completed. 

You would have thought that it would have made a 
big story at the time, but if it did, we haven’t yet turned 
it up in our files. There can be few people around today 
who can recall the discovery. One person who did give a 
first-hand account of the incident was Geoffrey Lewis, 
who was a policeman in Market Drayton at the time, 
arriving there in about 1958 or 1959. 

Speaking in 1999 he said: “The bodies were found 
in what originally was open meadow land. After the 
sewers system was laid, the road was completed. 

“You must remember that this incident occurred in 
the early sixties. There was no DNA testing and Home 
Office procedures were not so strict. 

“What the officers did was to take a common sense 
approach which resulted in the minimum disturbance 
of bodies and human remains and at the same time 
allowed the workmen to get on with their job.” 

He said the find had been made when work began 
building bungalows in Summer Hill Gardens. 

“It was just fields then. I got to know the general 
foreman on the site quite well. 

“I can remember him as Horace from the Potteries. 
He was working for the building contractors, which 
were from Newcastle. 

“As far as I can remember I was on nights and my 
wife came and woke me up and said Horace would like 
to see me. I asked what was the matter and she said 
they had been excavating down the road to put the sew¬ 
erage in and had come across some bodies. 

“To tell you the truth I was a bit annoyed because 
I was off duty and on nights, and had been fast asleep 
and had been woken up, and I felt they had probably 
been there a long time. I had to get dressed and go and 
have a look. 

“They were excavating to eight or nine feet with the 
sewerage and they had come across bodies. I can’t re¬ 
member how many - five or six, probably more. They 
were sort of laid out. They hadn’t just been dumped. 

“They were just skeletons and weren’t very big fel¬ 
lows, probably 5ft 7ins to 5ft 9ins. 

“The builders wanted to get on with their work. I got 
in touch with the police station. I think that at the time 
Tom Weatherall was the Superintendent and Mr Smith 
was the coroner, and they came out. 

“What transpired then I don’t know. As I understand 
it they took no further action, tried not to disturb the 
bodies, and got on and laid the sewer.” 

So if Mr Lewis was right, and the bodies were never 
removed, they must still be there, buried at Market 
Drayton. 


MEMORY LANE

KERBOOM! In an instant, centuries of 
history were destroyed forever with the 
help of the Army and a whole load of 
plastic explosive. 

That was the fate of Tong Castle, one of Shrop¬ 
shire’s stately buildings of historical and architec¬ 
tural interest. 

To be fair, at the time of its destruction all that 
was left of it was a decaying shell. There was also a 
safety issue. There is talk that a boy or youth was 
killed when he fell while exploring the ruins, al¬ 
though we haven’t been able to confirm the details 
of that (and if you can help, let us know). 

The act of destruction, which happened on July 
18, 1954, was captured in a dramatic sequence of 
photographs. And as it was all something of a spec¬ 
tacle, there was a crowd of hundreds of people who 
gathered to watch. 

The castle was reduced to rubble and that which 
was left was to be swept away a generation later 
when the M54 motorway was ploughed through the 
site. 

In 1976 archaeologists moved in to start a rescue 
dig before everything was completely destroyed by 
the motorway. They found various artefacts, includ¬ 
ing a 13th century bronze seal from France, sec¬ 
tions of the various castles down the years, and an 
18th century ice house - a sort of early fridge which 
stored ice from the pools in the grounds. It was 
saved, being dismantled and moved to the Avoncroft 
Museum of Buildings near Bromsgrove, as were the 
ornate gates, which had been cast in Coalbrookdale. 
They were given to a Wolverhampton firm. 

For Shropshire people, the last chance most had of 
seeing what was left was in 1981, when archaeolo¬ 
gists opened up the site to hundreds of visitors. Then 
the diggers moved in. 

Today there are only fragments left to give a clue 
that there had ever been a grand mansion at the 
spot. 

Going back to 1954, it was Lord Newport, on 
whose estate the ruins stood, who pressed the but¬ 
ton which fired the charges of 1201bs of Army plastic 
explosive which had been placed around the base of 
the building by sappers of the 125 Company, Royal 
Engineers, T.A., from Cannock, commanded by Lt 
Col A.R Daniell. 

For the Army it was treated as a training exercise. 

An observer wrote: “In a split second the sand¬ 
stone facade had disappeared in a great cloud of red¬ 
dish smoke and dust to leave a heap of rubble which 
Lord Newport said would be put to many uses on 
the estate. 

“Officers of the unit thought the ‘big bang’ could 
not have gone more smoothly.” 

The building was demolished because Lord New¬ 
port and Shifnal Rural Council agreed that it was 
unsafe. 

Saddest man in the crowd which saw the ruins of 
the 18th century castle blown up was 26-year-old 
Tony Durant, said to be a direct descendant of Gen¬ 
eral George Durant, who remodelled the building 
around 1760. The Durant family had occupied Tong 
Castle from 1760 to 1885. 

“It was a very sad sight indeed. I like these his¬ 
toric buildings, but I suppose it was a sign of the 
times,” he said at the scene.

Cinema story brings back happy childhood memories 


OUR feature about the ABC Minors club at 
Bridgnorth’s cinema brought back some 
happy childhood memories for 75-year-old 
Bill Robbins. 

But it was not at Bridgnorth that Bill was a 
member of this Saturday morning cinema club for 
children, but in the Birmingham area, from where 
hails originally. 

“It was lovely for me to sit down and read all about the 
ABC Minors,” he said. “It struck a chord with me straight 
away. I’m from a generation long before we had television 
in Britain on Saturday mornings, and we all used to go to 
the Minors. The tradition carried on a good 20 years after 
my time.” 

And while he recognised the ABC Minors’ song, the lyr¬ 
ics of which we published and which was sung to the tune 
of “Blaze Away,” he also recalls another club song. 

“Up until the age of nine I used to go to the Regal, which 


was not far from the West Bromwich Albion ground. After 
I was nine I went to another cinema, which was again an 
ABC one. It was in Hall Green and was called the Robin 
Hood. It was bulldozed long ago, and I think the Regal 
has gone too” 

It was at the Regal that he would sing the other song, 
which was to the tune of Lili Marlene, with lyrics starting 
something like: “Waiting at the crossing, just outside; the 
policeman’s there to be my guide...” 

Bill, from Oswestry, said: “Some of those cinemas were 
palaces in their own right, with the decor and frontages. 
Every year on your birthday you would go on stage in 
front of your mates in the stalls and you had some sort of 
voucher, which meant next week you had free entry. 

“The price of admission was 6d, which is peanuts today 
- two and a half pence - but in the 1940s sixpence was a 
big part of your pocket money. 

“You longed for your birthday so you could have a free 
week. I would love to see some of those serials again.” 

Also getting in touch was Barry Kelly, who lives now at 


Shrewsbury, but who was brought up in Bexhill in East 
Sussex. Barry, who is 72 and lives in Coleham, recalls 
going to the Ritz cinema in the south coast town in the 
early 1950s as part of the ABC Minors club. 

“You had cartoons, a feature, and a serial which ended 
so that you had to go back to see it the following week. 
There was Flash Gordon and the Keystone Cops, and that 
sort of thing, and usually a cowboy thing, which would 
probably be Roy Rogers,” he said. 

“It was pretty popular. I think it cost about five old 
pence, but I may be wrong about that.” Barry had no 
knowledge of the alternative song remembered by Bill. 

He was about 10 to 12 when he used to go, and was des¬ 
tined to join the Royal Navy at the age of just 15. 

Incidentally nobody has come forward yet to fill in any 
of the missing names from the picture dating from around 
1949 which was loaned to us by Mrs Joyce Foxall, nee 
Truelove, showing herself and the young cinema-goers at 
Bridgnorth’s cinema, and which we published the other 
week.

For dessert, Dan¬ 
iel had Valrhona chocolate and honeycomb 
mousse with raspberries and popping candy, 
I went for caramelised lemon tart with clot¬ 
ted cream and elderflower berries and Neil 
had Eton Mess.

THE first thing to take on board when con¬ 
sidering taking a break in the Azores is that 
it really is what you make of it.

are well versed in city breaks, where taking in buildings 
rich in history and intricate design, while grabbing a cof¬ 
fee to go, is the order of the day. 


It is also the place where the chance to participate in 
possibly the most ‘touristy’ activity on the islands can be 
found, whale and dolphin watching. Going miles out to 
see and seeing a side of nature I had never came close 
to before was a wonderful experience and left me feeling 
almost separate from the rest of the world. 

Jaw dropping reminders of the Azores’ volcanic or¬ 
igins are never far away. Eruptions, earthquakes and 
catastrophic landslides dominate the islands history, and 
a trip to the Sao Miguel town of Furnas gives the best 
insight to this. 

There is a school of thought that the islands are mainly 
for the older generation, somewhere to spend a bit of time 
in reflective bliss, peace and quiet, but the changing face 
of somewhere like Ponta Delgada, with its recently refur¬ 
bished restaurant and shop heavy pier, could become a 
draw for quite young couples in the not too distant future. 

I left with the feeling that there was so much more to 
explore and experience on the Azores.

Where: Venice, Italy 
Currency: Euro 

SITUATED in north eastern Italy, Venice is actually a 
city of 117 small islands that are separated by canals 
and linked by bridges. 

And slowly, it is sinking. Each year, the city suffers 
from Acqua alta, a seasonal occurrence during which 
much of the surface is covered in high water. For a 
while, Venice was the printing capital of the world and 
it has featured in numerous historic events. It is one of 
the most important tourist destinations in the world 
and annually attracts around three million visitors. 
Such figures come as no surprise to those who visit for 
it is one of the world’s most beautiful cities. 

Where to stay: Grand hotels include the Bauer II 
Palazzo, Ca’ Sagredo and Gritti Palace. Recommended 
hotels with gardens including the sophisticated Lo- 
canda Cipriani while the Oltre il and Palazzo Abadessa 
offer beautiful outside space too. 

What to do: Venice has a number of big-hitting at¬ 
tractions, not least St Mark’s Basilica, the Grand Canal 
and the Piazza San Marco. St Mark’s is a sumptuous 
example of Italo-Byzantine architecture and has been 
the city’s only cathedral since 1807. It’s nicknamed 
the church of gold. The Grand Canal is an impressive 
site, populated by water taxis and gondola. The Piazza 
San Marco was sufficiently impressive to have been de¬ 
scribed by Napoleon as ‘the drawing room of Europe’. 
The Venice Film Festival is one of the world’s best 
while the Caffe Florian is one the city’s many must- 
visit coffee houses. 

Where to eat/drink: It’s tempting to say: ‘in your 
room, with supplies bought from the local convenience 
store’. Venice is expensive. No, that’s incorrect. Venice 
is exorbitant. Tourists can be charged up to £20 for a 
liqueur coffee. Espressos are usually around a Euro in 
most of Italy, in Venice the prices are multiplied by six. 
However, if you’re willing to dig deep - or sell a spare 
kidney to fund your trip - you can choose from Miche- 
lin starred restaurants to out-of-the-way trattorias. 
Alle Testiere is excellent value at £50-a-head.

This provides a wonderful base from which to ex¬ 
plore Llandudno. Holidaymakers can also book a range 
of trips around the local area. 

However, strolling along the promenade in the sun¬ 
shine, listening to the band, or walking the pier are 
also very popular pastimes. 

Support is provided by a team of volunteers, who do 
everything they can to make sure that everyone has a 
good time. 

Although they carry out many different tasks, they 
cannot provide personal care, so if you need a carer, you 
will need to take one along. 

Transport is provided with coaches picking up hol¬ 
idaymakers around the county, including Telford, 
Bridgnorth, Shrewsbury, Whitchurch, Oswestry, Wem, 
Ellesmere, Newport, Church Stretton, Craven Arms 
and Market Drayton. 

The holiday costs £305 for accommodation (bed, 
breakfast and evening meal) and £50 for transport to 
and from Llandudno by coach. A small charge of £1 is 
made for each day trip.

THE grin was from ear to ear and 
the excitement was building as 
my son Daniel pulled back on the 
controls to fly a Spitfire through 
the Tower Bridge. 

He was sitting in the cockpit of a 
Spitfire simulator at Maidenhead Her¬ 
itage Centre. 

Under the expert guidance of the cen¬ 
tre’s chairman Richard Poad, a retired 
pilot, Daniel flew past Buckingham Palace, 
Big Ben, looped the loop and the list goes 
on. How many eight-year-olds can say they 
have done that? 

The simulator is part of an exhibition 
called Grandma Flew Spitfires and pays 
homage to the achievements of air trans¬ 
port auxiliary. 

The Air Transport Auxiliary Exhibition 
and Archive tells an incredible story of the 
amateur pilots, both men and women, who 
flew war planes between factories and front 
line squadrons. 

The centre owns one of the largest col¬ 
lections of ATA memorabilia and records 
anywhere in the the world. 

Downstairs at the centre, exhibitions 
date from before the Romans to racing 
cars, aeroplanes, Hammer Horror films and 
scandals at Cliveden. The section on the 
Romans included a 1,650-year-old skeleton, 
which was found in the ground between 
Monkey Island and Oakley Court during an 
excavation in the 1970s. 

We were staying just a mile away at Fre¬ 
drick’s Hotel Restaurant and Spa which 
was an ideal base for the local patch. We 
stayed in the Berkshire Suite, which was 
luxurious and huge. 

A visit to the area is not complete without 
a fantastic few hours at Windsor Castle. It 
caters for the younger audience extremely 
well. The history of the castle is brought to 
life with the help of audio tours and a spe¬ 
cial one for children. Youngsters can colour 
and dress up in the Moat Room and staff 
also reveal a few interesting facts about the 
castle, for example if you look at Henry VI- 
II’s armour, from the side it’s clear to see 
how large he was with a 52inch waist.

Alfa Romeo is relying heavily on 
the motorist who is looking for 
a slice of Italian style to guaran¬ 
tee sales of the Mito and the 1.4 
QV Line has that style in abun¬ 
dance. 

The Mito is distinctive and real¬ 
ly needs to be if it is to stand out in 
the company of Mini, Ford Fiesta, 
Volkswagen Polo and Audi A1 in the 
supermini sector. 



On test was the 1.4Multiair QV 140bhp 
which for me is the pick of the bunch of 
three petrol and two diesel options. 

The MultiAir 140bhp petrol engine im¬ 
presses with its smoothness with a top 
speed of 130mph and 0-62mph in 8.1 sec¬ 
onds. And with C02 levels at 124g/km and 
average fuel consumption of over 52mpg it 
competes well in the sector. 

Outwardly the Mito is about as distinc¬ 
tive as it gets. There’s no halfway meas¬ 
ures, you either like the look or you don’t. 

Badging 

With the front number plate fixed on the 
left side rather than centre you know this 
is an Alfa long before it gets close enough 
to identify the distinctive badging. And 
with the test car standing on 18” Exclusive 
Quadrifoglio alloys it certainly attracts ad¬ 
miring glances. 

Extras ojn the test model including elec¬ 
trically folding door mirrors and sunroof 
while sports kick plates, while the gloss 
burnished front grille, wing mirror covers, 
headlight surround and door handles are 
standard. 

Front fog lights and stunning red brake 
callipers, a chrome tailpipe and chrome 
light surrounds all add to the exciting 
looks. 

Inside you get the “wow” factor with 
darkened interior headlining, a flat bot¬ 
tomed black leather steering wheel and 
handbrake, impressive badging, steering 
wheel paddles and distinctive sports dials 
with white illumination. 

It feels great behind the wheel with all 
the controls just where you would expect 
to find them and plenty of steering wheel 
ad j ustment to help you find the most com- 





fortable position. 

This Mito hits the road at £18,370 but 
with full leather upholstery, heated front 
seats, dual zone climate control, a visibil¬ 
ity pack containing rain and dusk sensors, 
together with VP2 Uconnect with Bluetooth 
the test car would set you back £19,605. 

You have to remember this is a supermi¬ 
ni so space in the back is limited, though 
there is a 60/40 split to help extra luggage 
space when needed, though there aren’t 


enough pockets inside. 

The bigger wheels mean lots of tyre 
noise and there was enough wind noise to 
concern rear seat passengers on the mo¬ 
torway as well as complaints about hard 
seats. 

Alfa will attract the buyers they need in 
the UK with this Mito and at the end of the 
day it will come down to whether buyers 
are looking for that something a little bit 
different for the model to be an even big-

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Sure-footed if going gets tough

SEAT’S latest model is certainly 
different: it’s the first car I’ve ever 
driven that’s fitted with an altime¬ 
ter! 

Another gadget for drivers, or an indication 
that the Spanish company is currently one of 
the real high-fliers in the car world? 

Its UK sales were up 18 per cent last year - 
well above the national average - thanks in no 
small part to the much-admired Leon. 

The family hatchback was joined last year 
by the sporting Cupra then the ST compact 
estate and sales really took off. 

Now there’s another new version, the X-Pe- 
rience: a ‘lifestyle’ estate based on the ST but 
with the addition of the VW Group’s proven 
Haldex four-wheel drive system. It also heralds 
the launch next year of a new to SEAT range of 
SUVs, due to arrive here next year, which are 
likely to be based on similar underpinnings. 

The altimeter, of course, is a bit of a gim¬ 
mick. It’s part of a digital display which pops 
up on the Satnav screen, along with a com¬ 
pass, when you venture off-road where there 
are no roads to display. 

Since the ST is already a popular model, 
things are looking good for SEAT’S dealers as 
there is not too much competition in this par¬ 
ticular class. One of those rivals, for example, 
is available only with a 2.5 litre petrol engine 
(and costs more) while the X-Perience comes 
with a choice of two economical diesels. Both 
are 2.0 litre turbocharged units, a 150PS ver¬ 
sion with six-speed manual gearbox and the 
uprated 184PS engine reserved for cars with 
the VW Group’s brilliant DSG automatic/man¬ 
ual transmission. 


There are two trim levels, with prices rang¬ 
ing from £24,385 to £28,870. 

While it is a 4x4, the X-Perience isn’t de¬ 
signed as a serious mud-plugger but more of 
a softroader, intended for those who’s work 
or play requires the occasional off-road foray 
such as forestry tracks. 

Recognising that, it has 15mm extra ground 
clearance over the standard ST but the ‘4Drive’ 
system as SEAT calls it is the latest incarnation 
of the Haldex system which is entirely auto¬ 
matic and helps to keep you safe on road in all 
types of weather. 

Essentially all the power goes to the front 
wheels in normal conditions but under heavy 
load, or in slippery conditions such as mud, 
gravel, ice and snow, up to 50 per cent of the 
torque is transferred to the rear. Then the dy¬ 
namic stability and traction control decide 
whether there is more grip under the left or 
right wheels. You can actually feel it in action 
on the loose surface of the forest tracks, push¬ 
ing the car round the corners to counteract 
understeer. 

SEAT’S engineers have found a good com¬ 
promise with the suspension and damping, 
so while the car feels quite dynamic on twisty 
B-roads you don’t get your teeth rattled when 
you do venture onto the rough stuff. Both en¬ 
gines are quiet, too. Despite their differences 
in output, though, both are capable of averag¬ 
ing 57.6mpg with a C02 rating of 129g/km. 

The 150PS version is pretty quick, tackling 
the 0 to 62mph dash in 8.7 seconds while the 
uprated version with the DSG gearbox is even 
quicker, at an impressive 7.1 seconds. 

The DSG, dual clutch transmission is a fast 
and ‘intelligent’ way of changing gears which, 
in my opinion, is superior to older torque con¬ 
verter autos - the figures illustrate that - and 


for enthusiastic drivers also allows for ultra 
quick manual changes, using ‘paddles’ behind 
the steering wheel. 

The combination of higher powered engine 
and DSG adds around £2,500 to the show¬ 
room price, which might seem quite a jump 
but it also comes in the model with the highest 
standard equipment levels 

It has plenty of room for five but with the ad¬ 
dition of a rear cargo area for extra versatility. It 
holds at impressive 587 litres of luggage with 
five on board - more than many big saloons 
- extending to 1,470 litres with all three rear 


seats folded flat. Roof rails add to its load-car¬ 
rying ability. 

As the new X-Perience sits alongside the 
sporty Cupra as the flagship of the Leon range, 
equipment levels are impressive, too. Alloy 
wheels, cruise control, climate control, tinted 
rear windows, touch screen infotainment and 
rear parking sensors are standard, as well as 
all the usuals such as electric windows. 

For safety there are seven airbags and a full 
range of electronic stability and traction sys¬ 
tems, plus an electronic differential lock and 
‘hill hold’ control. 


And - oh be joyful - there’s a real spare 
wheel. 

The interior is a relaxing place to be. 

Roomy, quiet and comfortable with easy 
performance and the extra versatility of an es¬ 
tate which will add to the appeal for family or 
business users. 

But it also adds the reassurance of a prov¬ 
en four wheel drive system which adds little 
weight and doesn’t sap performance for those 
times when the going gets tough, whether it’s 
winter weather, a muddy camp site or gymkha¬ 
na field.

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Autonomous future is closer 


Autonomous driving has been 
much in the news recently but 
it’s nothing new - Mercedes- 
Benz have been developing it 
for years. 

The marque has demonstrated a com¬ 
mitment to autonomous driving for 30 
years and now an autonomous future is 
closer than it has ever been before with 
a range of semi-autonomous technology 
available across the line-up. This semi-au¬ 
tonomous technology - under the banner 
‘Intelligent Drive’ - is available across the 
range from C-Class to S-Class. 

Examples include DISTRONIC PLUS 
with Steering Assist and Stop&Go Pilot 
- the vehicle automatically brakes and 
accelerates based on the car in front and 
can even follow the car ahead without any 
steering input from the driver, whilst Active 
Parking Assist with PARKTRONIC helps 
detect suitable parking spaces and can 
automatically manoeuvre the vehicle into 
the space. 

While this technology brings Mercedes 
one step closer to an autonomous future 
this mobility revolution has to take place in 
a series of steps. 

Despite this Mercedes-Benz has 
demonstrated autonomous driving capa¬ 
bilities since 1985 with the EUREKA-PRO- 
METHEUS research project, S 500 INTEL¬ 
LIGENT DRIVE and F015 Luxury in Motion. 

1985 

Daimler-Benz and a group of European 
Manufacturers kick-started the research 
into autonomous cars with the EURE- 
KA-PROMETHEUS research project (Pro¬ 
ject for European Traffic with Highest Effi¬ 
ciency and Unprecedented Safety). 

The project - over an eight-year peri¬ 


od - addressed issues surrounding the 
future of mobility and suggested ways to 
improve vehicle safety, efficiency and traf¬ 
fic flow. The result was the VITA-vehicle (Vi¬ 
sion Technology Application) which used 
miniature video cameras behind the front 
and rear windscreens to capture the traffic 
around the vehicle enabling it to brake, ac¬ 
celerate and steer accordingly. The origins 
of a broad range of innovations, such as 
lane-change, parking assistance and nav¬ 
igation systems can all be traced back to 
this research project. 

1995 

An S-Class prototype test vehicle - 
equipped with an early supercomputer - 
travelled from Munich to Copenhagen al¬ 
most entirely autonomously on motorways 
and was able to change lanes, overtake 
and keep a safe distance from the vehicle 
ahead. 

As a result of this prototype in 1998 Dis- 
tronic adaptive cruise control entered pro¬ 
duction in the S-Class. From this technolo¬ 
gy Mercedes-Benz was able to develop a 
succession of assistance systems capable 
of detecting hazardous situations, warning 
the driver and intervening. 

2010 

A broad range of driver assistance sys¬ 
tem were introduced in 2010 - now under 
the banner ‘Intelligent Drive’ - enabling 
vehicles to detect many hazardous situa¬ 
tions and react as the situation demands. 
This includes; Collision Prevention Assist 
- standard across the range, Active Blind 
Spot Assist - the system detects a vehicle 
in the driver’s blind spot and, by means 
of one-sided braking can reduce the risk 
of collision, Active Lane Keeping Assist - 
which works with ESP to pull the vehicle 
back into its lane if the driver unintention¬

ally crosses the lane marking and Active 
Parking Assist - which uses electrome¬ 
chanical direct steering to navigate the ve¬ 
hicle into a parking space. 

2013 

In 2013, Mercedes-Benz demonstrat¬ 
ed that autonomous driving is already 
possible, even in complex traffic. The 
close-to-production Mercedes-Benz S 500 
INTELLIGENT DRIVE completed a 62-mile 
journey from Mannheim to Pforzheim ful¬ 
ly autonomously using production-based 
sensors - following the route taken in 1888 
by Bertha Benz on the first ever long-dis¬ 
tance car journey. 

2015 

With the F 015 Luxury in Motion (Pic¬ 
tured above in San Fransico), Mercedes- 
Benz demonstrates what form ‘Intelligent 
Drive’ might take in the future. 


The car’s role is evolving from merely a 
means of transport towards a comfortable 
place for passengers to utilise their new¬ 
found free time. The electric-hybrid system 
has a total range of 684-miles and can op¬ 
erate in manual or autonomous modes. 

The driver is connected to the outside 
world via a choice of six screens integrat¬ 
ed throughout the interior, controlled via 
eye-tracking, gesture recognition or touch. 
This autonomous concept car is based on 
a future scenario - ‘Vision 2030+’ - where 
the already limited space in today’s cities 
becomes more restricted and autonomous 
driving is socially accepted.

Cash boost 
for Welsh 
clubs In 
Europe 

WELSH PREMIER clubs playing 
in the Europa League next season 
will receive a substantial boost in 
their prize money. 

They will each earn 200,000 
euros (£145,000), the same as The 
New Saints will bank for reaching 
the first qualifying round of the 
Champions League. 

UEFA has moved to narrow the 
disparity in prize money between 
its two competitions. Rather than 
Champions League clubs getting 
£4.30 for every £1 available in UE¬ 
FA’s secondary competition, the 
ratio has been narrowed to £3.30. 

UEFA has increased the finan¬ 
cial rewards for the Europa League 
by 65 per cent with additional rev¬ 
enue for clubs in the qualifying 
rounds. 

The three qualifiers will see 
their prize money rise by more 
than 50 per cent from the current 
130,000 euros with an additional 
210,000 euros up for grabs if they 
can reach the second qualifying 
round as Prestatyn Town did two 
years ago. 

In comparison, TNS would win 
an additional 300,000 euros should 
they win through to the second 
stage. 

Should any team reach the Eu¬ 
ropa League group stage, 2.4m 
euros would be their reward. 

“UEFA is really pleased that the 
new distribution system not only 
provides for a substantial rise in 
monies received by clubs partic¬ 
ipating in the UEFA Champions 
League and UEFA Europa League, 
but also strengthens UEFA’s soli¬ 
darity principle, namely ensuring 
an even more substantial increase 
in solidarity payments to clubs,” 
said UEFA general secretary Gi¬ 
anni Infantino.
